]LIGISLATIVE SUMMARY.—The ses- 
sion of the House yesterday was al- 
most exclusively occupied in the dis- 
cussion of the bill requiring Magis- 
trates to give bond. The Republi- 
can side of the House opposed the 
bill en masse, and were supported by 
a very respectable portion of the 
Democratic side, but not quite enough 
to defeat the bill. A number of able 
speeches were made on both sides, as 
also on the various motions to recom- 
mit, reconsider, &c. Messrs. McRae 
and Staples opposed every measure 
offered to hinder the passage. Mr. 
Pinnix argued in favor of reecom- 
mital, and Mr. Means in favor ef its 
passage on the seeoad reading, ad- 
vancing the idea that it was just to 
the Eastern counties. His remarks, 
as near as we can remember, were as 
follows: ‘‘I advocate the bill in con- 
sideration of protection to suitors; 
but openly, candidly and most be- 
cause it will relieve the East ; honest 
men would fill the office in the West, 
vnd honesty can secure a bond any- 
where. It can’t hurt the West, it 
will help the East.”’ 

Messrs. Boyd, Norment and Crews, 
colored, made speeches against it, 
and advocated every proposition cal- 
culated to hinder its age. As 
will be seen by our report, the vote 
was very close. 


THE COPPER MINEs OF JACKSON: 
—Senator Love yesterday showed us 
some fine specimens of Copper ore 
from Savannah Copper Mines, Jack- 
son county. These ores are worth 
net price in market 26 cents per hb. 
From official reports of ‘‘Union Con- 
solidated Mining Company, Duck 
Town, Tenn.,’’ the production of 
ingot copper from these mines since 
the resumption of work in the fall of 
1865 to June Ist, 1872 amounted to 
7,209,000 tbs. net. Gross price in mar- 
ket in 1872, 28 cents per tb., net price 
in market 26 cents per tb., amount 
realized from said mines during the 
period indicated $1,874,342.36. These

Resources, Population and Politie 
cal status of the troposrd New 

County of Pender. 

We think it is not inappropriate 
at this time to direct attention to the 
resources, population and _ political 
status of the proposed new county of 
Pender, especially as there is a bill 
now before the Legislature for its es- 
tablishment. 

The statistical table shows the real 
and personal property of the county 
to be wofth $1,162,757, and the total 
State, County and Township taxes on 
the same to be $16,024.92. The amount 
of county taxes now paid are ample 
to meet current county expenses and 
to provide a sinking fund to pay off 
any indebtedness contracted for 
public buildings, ete. 

The last vote for Purnell and Pool 
stood Purnell 1,01s, Pool 984, making 
a Republican majority of 29. In po- 
pulation the two races cre about 
equally divided. 

The agricultural resources of the 
county are immense, and only need 
development to make it one of the 
finest farming districts in the State, 
if not in the nation. Much of the 
uplands are fertile and produce large 
yields of the finest grades of cotton 
and best qualities of ground peas, 
raising ground peas being an exten- 
sive and profitable branch of agricul- 
turein this county. Truck farming 
is another branch that is pursued 
with profit. Marl and muck abound 
every where in unlimited supply, 
and there is no difficulty about keep- 
ing up or improving the fertility of 
the lands. Limestone of good qual- 


ity is found, and is at this time man- 
winctaned into quick lime, and ship-

ands of acres, which may soon be- 
come valuable for the manufacture of 
fibre. One establishment in Wil- 
mington is now manufacturing fibre 
from these canes, and the demand 
for this material is rapidly increas- 
ing. Paper barrels are coming into 
use, and light boats are manufac- 
tured from the same material. Who 
would believe that herds of wild cat- 
tle are found in the recesses of these 
swamps on the cane fields, as fine as 
Texas cattle, but such is the fact. 

In some of these swamps are also 
found peat bogs. Itis not extrava- 
gant to say that these bogs embrace 
sixty thousand acres of land in the 
new county. This peat is the best 
quality of that substance, very little 
ash remaining on being burned and 
no sand. In quantity, it may be said 
to be inexhaustable, and of easy ac- 
cess. Asto its value, I quote from 
the renort, for 1868, of the ‘‘Commis- 
sioner of the General Land office :’’ 
‘‘Experiments have revealed the fact 
that peat as an article of fuel, is well 
adopted for all domestic purposes, 
and may be used in a furnace, stove 
or grate, and gives a more intense 
heat than almost any other kind of 
fuel; for the purposes of generating 
steam, its use has been successful, 
both on steamboats and locomotives. 
In the latter, one ton of peat has per- 
formed the work of two tons of coal, 
while in the case of steamboats, the 
results were still more satisfactory, 
peat lasting more than double as long 
as the same amount of coal. Besides, 
steam can be generated in much 
shorter time with this material than 
by either coal or wood, and as it is 
free from sulphur, it hag recently 
grown into favor in the manufacture 
of iron and other metals.’’ 

The new county is divided about 
equally by the Wilmington & Wel- 
don Railroad, and is traversed by the 
North East and Black Rivers, and 
by several navigable creeks. It may 
indeed be pronounced a goodly land 
and not unworthy of the historic 
name of PENDER.

missioners since the death of the Hon. 
J. W. Holden. Commissioner Elli- 
son, colored, on Tuesday night made 
a motion, finding that the Board was 
uvable to make a selection, to sub- 
mit the question to the people, but 
Mr. Miller being in the chair the 
motion was not entertained, he well 
knowing that his chances before the 
people were slim, and as long as the 
lock continues he is acting Mayor 
and draws his pay as such.

lowing extracts from a letter written 
by a citizen of Asheville possessed 
of large information, which we do 
only to show the feeling in that sec- 
tion upon this important question : 


‘Tam pleased with the action of 
the Executive Committee of our par- 
ty in recommending the Legislature 
to calla Convention. A proper con- 
eeption of duty to the State could not 
have permitted any other course. 
The Democratie party is pledged to 
reform, not only in ordinary meas- 
ures of government, but specially 
constitutional reform. We have con- 
stantly told the people, 

Ist, Lhe imported constitution 
which was torced upon us by Federal 
bayonets positively prevented very 
many improvements in our State 
and county governments, which are 
greatly essential to the public wel- 
fare ; and 

2nd, That so soon as we could, we 
ought to remedy these evils by re- 
moving the obstructions. 

But two methods are open to us, by 
Convention and by Legislative en- 
actment. We have tried the latter, 
and feel its want of efliciency. When 
we consider the maty changes need- 
ed in our organie law, no one prop- 
erly appreciating the real interests 
of the State, can possibly prefer the 
legislative method to a Convention. 
The method to adopt to reach the end 
desired will not admit of debate, the 
only question presenting itself is, 
does the constitution need amend- 
ment; do the interests of the State, 
of all the people require that it be 
amended ? 

Whatever difference of opinion has 


and if a member dies, making a va- 
cancy, the Governor does not fill the 
vacancy by his appointment; but 
the people meet again and elect a 
new member. And so the people 
elect a Judge whose term is eight 
years, and yet if a Judge dies, making 
a vacancy, the ple do not meet 
again and elect a new Jucge, but the 
Governor appoints. Why is this? 
Why is the Governor let in to ap- 
point in one case and not in the 
other? The ple are the elective 
power in both cases, and one is just 
as importantas the other; and they 
will not allow the Governor to sap- 
point in one case for a single cay, 
and yet they do allow him to appoint 
in the other for years. The differ- 
ence is founded on convenience, and 
on thatalone. Members of the Geu- 
eral Assembly represent a county cr 
asmall district, and it is but little 
trouble or experse for the people to 
ag a new election upon short no- 
ice. 

And therefore there is no necessi- 
ty that the Governor should appoint 
their representative, or any county 
officer, and he is not allowed to doso. 
But the Constitution provides that 
all the twelve Superior Court Judges 
shall be elected not by a county, not 
by a district, but by the whole State, 
(unless thereafter altered.) And a 
special election to fill a vacancy 
would involve delay to notify the 
people, to numinate candidates to 
canvass their merits; and much ex- 


pense to hold and certify the elec- 


tion. And so, for convenience, the 
appointment to fillthe vacancy was 
given to the Governor, instead of 
being reserved by the people. 

Itis also ausefulinquiry : For how 


reasonable consideration of the inter- 
ests of the appointees would not call 
him from his practice for a few 
months or years, and that no good 
lawyer would accept such appoint- 
ment. Butan analogy unfavorable 
tothis argument was the appoint- 
ment of Judges under the old regime 
by the Governor until the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, which was sometimes 
only fora few months, and could not 
exceed two years. And then the 
General Assembly resumed the elec- 
tive power, and sometimes used it 
with crushing, not to say cruel effect 
upon the the appointees, under the 
idea that the public good, or some 
other consideration, Was paramount. 

There is a general idea that, to fill 
a vacaney, is to fill it full as you 
woulda barr] that there is noth- 
ing more todo, That istrae, where 
the electing power to fill the office 
originally, is the same power that 
fills the vacaney ; as where the peo- 
ple elect a member of the General 
Assembly and he dies, and they fill 
the vacancy. They fill it full, and 
there an end. But where the appoint- 
ing power is not the clecting power, 
then it reverts to the electing power 
as soon as it call be conveniently ex- 
ercised, unless the contrary clearly 
appears. And doubts ought to be 
solved in favor of the reversion. 

It is objected that this construction 
would disarrange the provosion, that 
the Judges of the Superior Courts 
are to be divided and Kept in two 
classes, six and six, to be elected 
every ‘four years: for, 1f eight are 
elected in 1874, thenonly four will be 
to be elected in 1878. Non sequitor.

wherein lies the danger? A call is 
absolute. The Convention wouid 
have to meet. Are the people such 
fools as to elect men who would fail 
to improve the present law, to say 
nothing of making it worse? <A retf- 
erence to the members elect to the 
proposed Convention of 1871 shows, 
not only a Conservative majority, but 
the selection of men of more than or- 
ne capacities. I undertake to 
say, sir, that a Convention could not 
meet in North Carolina that would 
not much improve our constitution. 
Enough bad men to do harm ean not 
be elected. 

“It may hurt us in 1876.” How 
so? Before 1876 the improved law 
will become of force, and its benefits 
at least begun to be realized. Is it 
possible ,,people—that North 
Carolinian e-epudiate a party 
that actualty benefits them’? How 
have we secured the present two- 
thirds majority in the present Leg- 
islature? In the Legislature of 
70 our majority was Jarge, in that 
of ’72 it was much smaller, now 
again itis full two-thirds. Did we 
not achieve this upon the retrench- 
ments the party has effected, as well 
as the reforms ae te sO soon as 
we could get the uecessary power ? 
Now we have the power, the peo- 
ple, by large majorities, too, placed 
that power in our hands, and will 
keep it there so long as we use it for 
their good. * * 

“‘Our friends in Washington ad- 
vise against it, the Radicals will use 


resulting from accident, as from the 
expiration ofaterm. And-itis just 
as convenient for them to vote for 
seven as for six. 

If then we use regular’ in the 
sense of usual or established election, 
we have still to determine what is 
the usual or established times for 
elections of judges by the people? 

The Constitution provides that 
twelve Superior Court judges shall 
be elected by general ticket, and 
shall hold their offices for eight years 
from 1870. That would make the 
usual, established, or, what is the 
same, the ‘‘regular’’ elections come 
off in 1878, 1886 and so on, every 
eight years. But there was a further 
provision that one-half the judges 
elected at the first election should 
hold their first terms for only four 
years; the effect of whieh was to 
have an election every four years for 
six judges, instead of an election 
every eight years for twelve judges, 
evidently for the purpose of securing 
continuous and uniform) prac- 
lice, and administration of the 
law, and at the same_ time 
popularizing thesystem, and keeping 
the Judges and the people close to- 
gether, with a frequent reminder to 
the Judges of their responsibility to 
the people, and a frequent oppor- 
tunity to the people to make them 
feel that responsibility. Whether 
such a policy is wise or unwise, I ex- 
press no opinion, not because I have 
none, but becauee this is not the place 
to express it. 

With this policy in view, and in 


in 1878, They fill vacancies and not 
terms. 

Again, it is said that if the con- 
struction for which I contend is 
adopted, i. e. that the Governor is to 
appoint until tae next regular elec- 
tion for Judges of theSuperior Courts, 
and then the people are to elect to fill 
the remainder of the vacancy, then, 
if the vacaney should happen just 
before the election, say twenty days, 
so that no election could be held, the 
vacancy would remain for four years; 
Non sequitor. ‘The Governor can ap- 
point to fill any vacaney. He could 
till the vacancy for twenty years, and 
then if the people failed to elect, 
either his appointee would hold cver, 
as in Battle vs. Melver, or he could 
again appoint to fill the vacancy oe- 
casioned by the failure of the people 
to elect. 

This construction of “next regular 
election’? would seem to- be the true 
one, if considered without the light 
of the Legislative, Exceutive and 
popular action, but with the aid of 
these, there would seem to be no 
doubt. The: Legislature has construed 
it to mean the election of 1874, 
The popular voice so construed it, 
and elected the defendant, 
and the Kixecutive so construed it 
and commissioned him. If I had 
doubts, I should yield them. 

_Itis not pretended that construc- 
tion effects the oftice of any member 
of this Court, It is admitted on the 
argument that it does not. And the
